A-B-C The line starts from point ‘A’, which is the trjjunction point of villages Dulinga, 

Sharabanta and Kalamegha. It proceeds towards south along the common boundary of 
villages Dulinga and Kalamegha, Satparlia R.F. and Kalamegha, Satparlia R.F. and 
Khapurikachhara, Majhapara and Khapurikachhara, Khuntijhura and Khapurikachhara, 
Giripahar Reserve Forest and Khapurikachhara, and Giripahar Reserve Forest and 
Kalamegha upto point 'B\ Then the line proceeds towards south along the eartem boundary 
of Giripahar R.F. and village Ainlajharana upto point 'C 1 which is the south-east comer of 
village Ainlajharana.
